That P ari o f the Im ect by W hich A lo ne 
the Sound It Pro duced It th e Tho nuu 
It is an o pinio n g enerally enter­ 
tained that the no ise produced by in­ 
sects, such as the g adfly and bee, dur­ 
ing their flig ht, arises from the vibra­ 
tion o r rapid mo tio n o f their wing s. 
Such a suppo sitio n is extreme,!# plaus­ 
ible at first sig ht. 
W e see the anim al 
m o v ing thro ug h the air; we 
kno w 
that the wing s are in a state o f rapid 
mo tio n; and we also kno w that it is 
natural for a body rapidly vibrating 
in the atmo sphere to cause a sound. 
W e put all these facts to g ether, and 
we co nclude that the pheno m eno n is 
explained 
when 
we 
attribute the 
sound to the rapid 
waving o f the 
wing s. 
But, like m any o ther hypo th­ 
eses w hich o we their o rig in to the evi 
dance o f the senses alo ne, this appears 
to be erro neo us. 
The subject has been 
investig ated with m uch ing enuity, and 
the co nclusio n arrived at is very dif ■ 
fenuit fro m the co m m o n belief. 
W e 
shall present a brief o utline o f the re 
» earehes. 
They are not o nly interest­ 
ing in them selves, but afford a g ood 
'xample o f the m anner in which sci- 
intiiic investig atio ns are pursued. 
It h;is been fo und that the wing s 
aave no part in the fo rmatio n o f the 
sound, for the hum o f the insect co n­ 
tinues ev en when its wing s are entire­ 
ty cut away. 
There is, ho w ever, a 
different pitch o f the so und, and it 
has been ascertained that the mo re of 
the w in g there is taken aw ay the 
hig her this becomes. The so und which 
the insect emits is susceptible o f co n­ 
siderable variations. 
It m ay be that 
it m aintains an equality of pitch and 
streng th during a unifo rm m o tio n of 
the wing s, for so in fact it appears; 
but every chang e in the v elo city of 
the flig ht, every disturbance o f the or­ 
dinary mo tio n, g enerally causes also 
an alteratio n in the tone. 
An idea of 
the o rig in of the to ne is, Ixiwever, 
o nly to be obtained when the insect is 
held by the leg s, and excited by pres 
sure or o ther means to g o thro ug h all 
its m o tio ns of the wing , and thus to 
produce a sound. 
It has been found 
in this manner that the to ne o f the 
co mm o n g adfly varied as the effort to 
Intricate itself 
was 
put forth with 
g reater o r less energ y. 
That parto f the insect by w hich alo ne 
tl ie so und is pro duced is the breast or 
thorax. In two -w ing ed insects thisco n 
sists sim ply o f a cav ity co vered by a 
thin membrane, w hich exhibits on its 
surface vario us elevatio ns and depres­ 
sions, but is, nevertheless, perfectly 
co ntinuo us. 
To this ho llo w case are 
attached 
dilferent sets o f 
muscles, 
which 
serve for the mo tio n o f the 
leg s and wing s, and are capable of 
co ntracting tlie cav ity in vario us di­ 
rections. 
In this cav ity o f the insect’s 
thorax there are tw o very small holes, 
which let air o ut o r in by the fo llo w ­ 
ing process: W hen the w ing s rise and 
fall, as in flying , the cavity is alter­ 
nately co ntracted or expanded, the re­ 
sult o f a peculiar m echanism o n which 
the mo tio n is dependent. 
N o w il is 
clear that th« * co ntractio n m ust drive 
out a parto f the air, just as a piper ex­ 
pels the air from tie* bug o f his instru­ 
ment Lf pressing his arm ag ainst it. 
On the o ther hand, when the cavity 
of the ins* cl is expanded by an o ppo ­ 
site mo tio n o f the wing , an equal 
quantity o f air rushes thro ug h the air 
holes. 
There is, therefore, co nnected 
with tie* mo tio n o f the wing s a co n­ 
stant pro po rtio nally rapid and intense 
breathing , and this breathing is the 
true cause o f the so und. 
It is tin* ef­ 
flux and the influx o f the air which 
produces the buzz or hum w hich we 
hear, just as the current o f air draws 
music 
fro m the Eo lian 
harp when 
forced at sho rt intervals thro ug h the 
small ho les o f the soundbo ard, or, to 
take a mo re familiar example, by a 
m echanism similar to that o f the 
mo uth in whistling . The so und o f the 
Eolian harp hears a remarkable re­ 
semblance to that o f m any insects. 
No w, it is evident that this theo ry 
can ho proved or dispro ved in a very 
simple 
and 
satisfacto ry 
m anner— 
namely, by clo sing up the air ho les of 
the tho rax o f the insect, w itho ut in­ 
juring it in any o ther way. 
This was 
done, and the flig ht o f the g adflv was 
then fo und to be acco mpanied by no 
so und whatever. 
It is true that the 
insect dies o f suffo catio n so o n after 
such an experiment, but not directly, 
because: there are air ho les situated 
lo wer do w n, in the abdo men o f the 
animal, and thro ug h these respiration 
is co ntinued for a sho rt time. 
But 
they em it no so und during the flig ht 
o f the iiif-ect, for they are then to tally 
inactive. 
The insect breathes 
from 
the air ho les o f the abdo minal part 
when it sits and crawls, but thro ug h 
the air ho les o f the tho rax w hen on 
the w ing . 
Acco rding to this 
view, 
the hum o f insects is in reality a 1 
w histle.— New York Ledg er.
